THE LAMBERT AFFAIR. 
FRENCH COMPLAINTS. 


As already reported by aur special tales 
of the 6th inst., in-the debate on the’ French 
Budget of Foreign Affairs, M. Benazet asked 
the ‘Minister for explanations concerning the 
resignation of M. Lembert, professor of juris- 
prudenec at the Khedivial College of Cairo,and 
his place being taken by an Englishman. He 
laid great stress on whathe termed the dis- 
courteous behaviour of Mr. Dunlop, the Under- 
Sécretary for Instruction, which bad brought 
about the withdrawal of the two Freneh pro 
fessors, MM. Grandoulin and Lambert, and 
he did uot spare the conduct of M. Lambert. 
In his opinion the resignation was a dereliction 
of dnty, and, notwithstanding the wounds to 
his self-esteem that M. Lambert might have 
had to snffer, he ought to have held:to his 
post, and kept the Khedivial school in the 
possession of a Frenchman. fustead of -doing 
this, he left without even notifying the Govern- 
ment of his intention.

EGYPTIAN BALE MAKE UP. 


A STANDARD FOR AMERICA. 


The Chairman of the Oldham Cotton Buying 
Company (Mr. Thomas Coates), who repre- 
sented the company at the recent Atlanta Inter- 
national Cotton Conferénoe, bas just issued a 
report of his visit to America. Of the committees 
appointed he was most interested in the’ one 
devoted to the handling and baling of cotton. It 
was agreed that the weight of the American bale 
should be 500 lbs. and, in other respects, as to 
bagging, bands and fastening, it should follow 
the make-up of the Egyptian cotton bale. Since 
the Convention, while travelling in the cotton 
belt, it was reported to Mr, Coates by a leading 
member of the Farmers’ Union, that the railway 
companies will object to receive their freight 
bales packed in other bagging than that of jute. 
It was difficult to get reasons for this attitude, 
batit was thought that the four firms which 


‘| control the jute packing industry in the cotton 


belt, who had large financial interests in rail- 
way companies, were working into the hands of 
the railways. It was reported by the Farmers’ 
Union that they had always been told that spin- 
ners objected to any alteration. 


“EGYPT AS A REFUGE. 


Egypt is a favorite, resort for people who 
leave their country for their country’s good. 
Some of the late members of the San Francisco 
Corporation are staying in Cairo judging from 
the following wire from San Francisco to a 
New York contemporary :— 

San Francisco, November 9 —(Special to 
the Press) —A. K. Detweiler, the millionaire 
Toledan who was indicted here almost a year 
ago for having boodled through the Home 
Telephone Company’s permit, is sojourning in 
Exypt, according to Detective Burns. Detweiler 
was the only one of the accused corporation 
men to run away and he has made good thus 
tar chiefly because Burns has had too many 
uther matters to look after. To make a citizen 
of the type of Detweiler a fugitive from justice 
in foreign lands may be as severe punishment 
as imprisonment, Atleast such is the detec- 
tive’s view. However, the millionaire by no 
means can feel assured that he will escape 
trial. One of these days he may find himself in 
the toils of the law, bound for San Francisco, 

Jerry Drisoon, brother-in-lawof ex-Major 
Schmtiz, is enjoying the desert breezes of Cairo. 
Immediately after the graft prosecution began 
its investigations be disappeared. He had been 
associated with his brother-in-law in business 
and he was very much sought after by Burns 
for the testimony that it was thought he could 
give the grand jury. But when the subpoena 
was issued it was found that he had packed 
hid belongings and departed. His disappear- 
ance saved him from a great deal of annoyance. 


EGYPTIAN COTTON AT MANCHESTER 
PORT, 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the 
Manchester Cotton Association last week, Mr, 
F. Reyner, of Reyners, Ltd., said that statistics 
showed that last year they received at 
Manchester half the importations of Egyptian 
cotton’ to. Great Britain: Users of this growth 
did not require nearly the same pressure to 
take advantage of their port, and it did not 
need much of a prophet to foretell that within 
another ten years practically the whole of 
Egyptian Cotton used in Lancashire mills 
would come via the Manchester Ship Canal 
(applause). 

The visitors to the Ship Canal the previous 
week saw the excellent conditions in which the 
Egyptian cotton was landed, and had ocular 
demonstration of the want of care in the pack- 
ing of the American bale ; for discharging 
their cotton side, by side, were steamers from 
Alexandria, Egypt, and from Savannah, Ame-

THE HELIOPOLIS OASIS. 


A VISIT OF INSPECTION. 


At the invitation of the Director-General of 
the Cairo Electric Railways and Heliopolis 
Oasis Company, many of the distinguished 
visitors who arrived in Egypt by the ‘Helio- 
polis” this week, together witha large number 
of Cairo’s . well-known inhabitants, met at 
Shepheard’s Hotel yesterday morning at a 
quarter to eleven, when special omnibuses 
were in waiting to convey themto the Helio- 
polis Oasis in order to view the works which 
am ae there. The — omnibuses 
oO is Company sccomplished the jou 
in splendid time, and not the least eapoyalte 
part of the day was this rush through a part 
of Cairo which is more or less unknown to the 
general Cairo people, for unless ‘visiting Ab- 
basgia, it is seldom that the. ordinary visitor 
be in,'the direction in which the Oasis 

ie] Hhohgh the road teems with an ever- 
brs rt variety of scenery, and would be 
well worth traversing, even if the Heliopolis 
Oasis was not its goal. 

From the time that the Waili district is 
reached the scene is an entirely differentone to 
that met with in the town and by the time 
that the Oasis is reached it is hard to realize 
that Cairo with its city atmosphere of smoke 
and grime lies 80 véry close to this spot which 
breathes of nature in its every aspect. 

The first stop made was at the railway 
bridge in the Oasis itself, and from this point 
one gets a capital idea of the general position 
and appearance of this latest addition to the 
health and pleasure resorts of the world, for 
there is afairly sharp rise up to the bridge, 
which might have been designed expressly for 
the purpode of shewing off the grandure and 
beauty of the surrounding country. 

There will be three distinct services by rail 
and tramway to the Oasis, for there is the line 
from the Pont Limoun station in Cairo, which 
rons direct to the Heliopolis hotel, where the 
first stop is made andalsoa special rapid ser- 
vice of tramcars from and to Cairo, while the 
third is to be found in thé local tramway ser- 
vice between the Oasis and Abbassia. 

The Grand Hotel which is now well on its 
way towards completion, is a magnificent build- 
ing, and though it is as yet too early to write 
a detailed description of its accomodation, it is 
already evident that interior comfort will be 
added to the originality of its exterior design, 
and that it will equal in all respects the best 
hotels in the country. 

The hall is large, and should be very pic- 
turesque when complete, with its dome of a 
height of 36 -metres, and a very large room 
which will probably be set apart for the table 
d’héte stands on the same floor, a broad and 
easy stair case leads up from either side of the 
hall to a large restaurant on the first floor, 
while higher still it is proposed to serve tea on 
what may easily be the finest roof ‘garden in 
Egypt. It would be hard toi imagine a more 
perfect view than that which is obtained from 
this point. Away to the west the domes and 
minarets of the Citadel stand clear and defined 
across a glowing ocean of sand, while farther 
still the great pyramid rises into view, a silent 
guardian of the wide spaces of the world. 

Then on one hand the desert stretches away 
into eternal vastness, the brilliant dunes of 
sand changing and glowing with every at- 
mospheric change, the shadow caused by a 
passing cloud melting away into a radiance of 
gold as the sun regains its vigour, and on the 
other hand lies a scene of almost equal charm 
where the lights of the desert mingle with the 
verdure of the cultivation in the vicinity of 
the town. 

The hotel, with its gardens, will eventually 
vceupy a space of about fifteen acres. In front 
of the hotel large shops and offices are already 
nearly complete, and a French company is 
busy in the erection of villas to the north 
which are being constructed to a variety of 
designs, and should ultimately give the place a 
very picturesque appearance. 

Such a place as this promises to be, was 
hardly dreamed of a few years ago and’ there 
can be no doubt but what it will!prove to be 
one of the most freqtiented resorts of Egypt ; 
the air is perfect, the views are as unique as 
they are wonderful, and all this lies within 
about a quarter of an hour of Opera Square 

At one o'clock an excellent luncheon was 
served in the one “Brasserie” which at present 
exists in the Oasis, and this place, by the, way, 
also bears the stamp of originality in its design, 
of which, the architect, M. Robida, has every 
reason to be proud. 

At the conclusion of lunch Boghos Pasha 
Nubar made a short speech to. the assembled 
guests, and he was followed by M. Maurice 
Barres, and M. Paul Adam, while a short 
speech by Maitre Carton de Wiart terminated 
the proceedings. 

The guests were photographed on the steps 
of the building, before, with many expressions 
of satisfaction at what they had been shewn, 
they entered the omnibuses for theretarn 
journey to Cairo.

It would of course be 
very incomplete, for the topography of the 
Libyan desert will never be satisfactorily 
known until the navigation of airships is per- 
fected. But an enormous amount of excellent 
work has of late been done by the Survey 
Department and it is quite impossible to get 
an idea of the results from any map of Egypt 
and Sinai. In one good-looking map published 
lately, which lies Leforé me, the Libyan Desert 
is plastered with the superscription “Anglo- 
Egyptian Condominium,” wherein the Oasis of 
Khufra is included! The western frontiér of 
Egypt is understood to run from the Gulf of | Up 
Sollown southwards, including the five of 
Siwa, Baharia, Farafra, Dakkla and Khargay and 
although the westerh boundary of Egyptbeyond 
these Oasis is as yet unsettled, there is. no. 
reason why there: should not be some general 
map published. There is’ no map, for eoeeesaes 
of the Mariout district. , 

The Coastguard ‘Aduinisteatiog has a gen- 
eral chart of the desert, butit has never been 
accnrately controlled. In fact: these observa- 
tions of the desert appear to have been 
completely ignored by cartographers for 
the great salt lake or marsh south of the 
desert platean by Mersa Matrouh is never’ 
marked on any of the latest maps of Africa 
and yet it is the most prominent feature 
in the chart of the Coastguard Adminis-| 
tration. None of the latest maps of Egypt 
contain any reference to the recently discover- 
ed Oasis of Iddaile, to the West of Faratra, : 
although it ia mentioned in ‘the report on the 
Farafra Oasis, published by ‘the Bo Sorvey De- 
partment as long agoas 1901. The records of 
scientific travellers ofthe road from Baharia 
to the Siwa Oasis are never noticed in any 
of tho’ latest. maps, although the records 
of Belzoni, Pacho and’ .Ascherson could 
easily be controlled by the Survey Department. 
Tam unaware of any general map of Egypt 
containing the latest observations on the de- 
sert between Farafra aud Dakhla since Rohlf's. 
Expedition more than thirty years ago. Yet 
all these tracks have been traversed by scien- 


| tifie persons of late years and it-is extraordin- 


ary that their observations have not been 
perpetuated by cartographers. It is still more 
extraordinary that the Survey Department 
does not make an attempt at a* general 
map of the country. Years ago, in 1894, the. 
present head of that Department wrote a most 
interesting report on & patrol to the Western 
Oases and since then reports dealing with that 
portion of Egypt have been published by. 
Mesars. Beadnell and Ball. But: up to now. 
all their observations are conceiled in official 
reports and never see the light of diy in w 
general map. ‘The same criticisin could be 
made on the case of the Eastern Desert and the 
Sinaitic Peninsnla, Meanwhile we have to.be 
content with Justus Perthes’ maps of Egypt 
and North Africa. That. excellent’ German 
publisher, who  issnes the most “informing 
annual in the world, the Almanach de Gotha, 
is of course beyond reprouch as a cartographic 
publisher, but whenever I see his maps of 
Egypt I always note a consi iderable number, of 
omissions, which could be easily supplied “hy 
Survey officials in Egypt, and yet thoir obserya- 
tions are allowed to lie unnoticed in. the: 
unilluminable catacombs of the cfficitl reports. 
Surely even with the | prevailing mania tor 
economy the Egyptian Government might see 
its way to granting a sinall éredit for the pub- 
lication’ of an annual map of Egypt giving:all 
the latest results of the work done by the 
Survey Department so far as concerns its 
geographical and cartographical bearings,
